vival. 

Bonnie Lee, the daughter of Sgt. 
and Mrs. L. R. Van Patten, weighs 
one pound and 11 ounces with her 
blanket. Her own weight is estimat- 
ed by physicians at one pound six 
ounces. ■ 

Dr. W. F. Kramer, the attending 
physician, states that although the 
baby is premature, her heart appears 
to be reacting perfectly, and that 
she is normal in every respect ex- 
cept size. ' 

She was 'Iwrn in St. Therese hos- 
pital, Waukegan, last Thursday, and 
was kept, .there in an incubator until 
Monday noon, when she was trans- 
ferred, incubator and all, to Michael 
Reese hospital in Chicago. There she 
was placed in another incubator, 
where she will be kept until she 
weighs four pounds and 11 ounces. 

Baby Bonnie Lee is fed with an 
eye-dropper, every two hourSj receiv- 
ing three -eye-droppers of milk at 
each feeding. 

Her mother, the former Hazel 
Buchert, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Emil B. Buchert, Antioch, is doing 
nicely, it is reported, and Is expected 
home some lUme this weekend. 

Her father, ithe son of Fire Chief 
and Mrs. L. R. Van Patten of Anti- 
och, had been- stationed at Camp 
Shelby until about tliree ihonths ago, 
when he was transferred to the Pa- 
cific area, where he is- attached to 
an army ordnance headquarters. 

He has been in the service for the 
past 18 months.

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Fat Salvage Still Needed 



The American Fat Salvage committee was given 
an official government mandate today to accelerate the 
collection of used cooking fat to offset the most serious 
fats and oils shortage in this country's history. 

In a telegram to Roy W, Peefc, Chairman of the 
American Fat Salvage committee, Secretary of Agri- 
culture Clinton P. Anderson says: 

"V-J Day still loaves us alarmingly short of fats 
ond oils. Because we will continue to be seriously short "-r 
of these essential commodities for months to come, it 
is just as important now as during the war to save 
every bit of used fat. 

"American women can help us win this postwar 
battle of supply in their own kitchens. I urge you and 
all members of your committe to help us drive -home 
this vital necessity in every possible way," 

In commenting on Secretary Anderson's tele- 
gram, Peet said: 

"We of the American Fat Salvage Committee are 
pledged to do all that we can to meet the shortage of 
fats and oils underscored by Secretary Anderson in his 
telegram of today. However, wc can only be effective 
in meeting this national shortage if we receive one 
hundred percent support of the American public, parti- 
cularly from the women who cook at home for them- 
selves and their families. During the war used fat 
served a dramatic purpose aiding in making available 
ammunition, military medicines and other munitions 
for our fighting men. Now, the uses of kitchen fats are 
less spectacular but no less important. Fats and oils 
will be needed in large supply during the time of in- 
dustrial reconversion and the change-over from war to 
n peace time economy. 

"Wc of Ibis committee are confident that Ameri- 
can women will meet this challenge of peace in the 
same fine far-sighted patriotic spirit with which they 
met the situation during actual hostilities, 

"For us of this committee and for women all 
over the United States the emergency ts not over until 
we*are again back upon a peacetime footing with full 
lats and oils supply for industrial and domestic use, 
and for the use of our allies," 

It has been officially stated in Washington that: 
it will be a considerable time before imports of fats 
and oils from the South Pacific can be resumed. It may 
be many months before oil plantations are back in pro- 
duction and before workers and shipping are avail- 
able. 

Meantime, the Office of Price Administration is 
promising more meat during (the fall months. 

Housewives are admonished to get full food value 
from this meat, but to continue scrape, scoop and skim 
every drop of used fat salvage. 

The Fat Salvage committee points out that it is 
not only patriotic, but in their own best interest for 
housewives to save used cooking fat. The by-products 
of fats and oils make paints, synthetic rubber, soap, 
fabrics, linoleum, pharmaceuticals, varnishes, paper, 
lubricting oils, and thousands of oUier everyday neces- 
sities. 

Housewives can hasten the return of housekeep- 
ing supplies that have been short during the war years, 
by, keeping kitchen grease pouring into the fat salvage 
can, and turning in every precious drop to meat dealers 
who are still authorized to pay out cash and red points 
for every pound. 

Most dealers are to be commended for the highly 
important and patriotic part they have played in the 
fat salvage campaign, the Committee stated, and their 
■continued cooperation during the trying period that 
3ies ahead is confidently expected both by the commit- 
tee and the government agencies concerned.

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Blinded Soldier, 

A Hopeless Case, 
i Recovers Sight 

Sees His Girl Friend Firsl 
Time; His Sight Just 
Suddenly Returns. 



ATLANTIC CITY. — An nrnv. 
private, blinded in battle sonic 
.months ago, who had been lold bv 
army doctors that he never woul'i 
.see again, woke one morning in hi- 
hospital bed here to the astound- 
ing discovery that his .sight had been 
restored, says a special to the Nev 
Yorli: Herald-Tribune. 

Officials at the Thomas M. Eng- 
,land General hospital revealed the 
story, and added that his surprise 
was no greater than their own. 
They passed the next four hours 
checking the records and sharing 
their amazement. Pvt. William 
Myers of Greensburg, Pa., passed 
his time far more sensibly. First he 
.saw, for the first time, his girl 
'friend; then he saw his mother and 
sister; then he saw a moving pic- 
iture. 

Private Myers is 21 years old, 
and Vi^as a machine gunner with the 
.lih armored' division. On July 7, 
il944, he was in a unit in the push 
on Paris when German artillery 
;found the range of his group; he 
ifelt "a big crashing in my head" and 
was totally blind at that moment. 
Treated in Europe. 
He was treated in Europe, where 
his left eye was renioved; then re- 
turned to this country. Doctors said 
his right eye would never see again. 
In December he went to the Valley 
Porge, Pa., General hospital and set 
"to work learning Braille, and the 
technique of walkhig with a white 
cane. 

While he \yas there he was invited 
to a party in Rockledge, Pa., where 
he met Miss Bemadette Peppelman 
of 107 Penn avenue. He, was de- 
ipressed— particularly depressed be- 
cause the girl he had left behind 
ihim had heard of his blindness and 
indicated that she was waiting no 
Jonger. "Do you pity me?" he asked 
Miss Peppelnian. 

"i* in sorry yd Li have lost yoiir 
sight, but I don't pity you," she 
said. Private Myers fell in love. 

He needed additional surgery, 
and was transferred to the English 
hospital here; The days passed slow- 
ly, until he woke one morning to the 
realization that a nurse was taking 
his temperature. He explaiiiLed later 
the events of the next few mb- 
"ments. "First I realized that I could 
see her outline; then I saw her nose, 
then her eyes— then I realized I 
•could see!" 

Apparently JPrivate Myers saved 
his secret for a time. Soon after 
Miss Peppelman arrived from Rock- 
ledge, near Philadelphia, for a visit, 
A nurse sent her into the room. 
*'\Vho are you?" said Private Myers. 
"Wliy, I'm Bernie," she said. 

'You're Very Pretty.' 

He looked at her for a moment. 
*'Well," he said, "you are blonde, 
and your eyes are blue, and you are 
very pretty." After that it took a 
little while, but when he was able 
to describe, stone by stone, the color 
of her bracelet she realized what 
had happened, and there was a 
quiet, almost tearful celebration. 

Meanwhile, Mrs. Carl Myers, his 
mother, and Mrs. Barbara Youra- 
vich, his sister, had arrived to visit 
him. 

They walked into his room and 
Private Myers looked up. "Bar- 
bara," he said to his sister, "don't 
you ever wear anything but a black 
dress and that old red coat?" Bar- 
bara laugh*ed. She assumed that 
Miss Peppelman had told him what 
she was wearing. 

It took even longer to convince 
the family. Before they be^an to 
realize that neither he nor- Miss Pep- 
pelman was joking, they had left 
the hospital, and he was walking 
along the boardwallc, pointing to a 
flag, describing people's clothes an^ 
finally reading a number plate on 
an automobile. 

Suddenly both Mrs. Myers and 
Mrs, Youravich realized that this 
was not all a strange joke. 
* Back at the hospital, the doctor 
in charge of eye ailments exam- 
ined Private Myers, and assured 
him the eye was as good as normal 
—perhaps a little better. It would 
never trouble him again, the doctor 
said.

RE-ENLISTMENT PROVISIONS 

ANNOUNCED BY GENERAL 

Men who (have been honorably dis- 
charged from the Army may now re- 
enlist within 20 days from date of 
discharge and regain their previous 
grades, it is announced by Major 
General David McCoach, Jr., com- 
manding general of the Sbcth Service 
command. 

General McCoach also stated: "A 
special provision has been made for 
men discharged under Redeployment 
Regulations on or after May 12, 1045. 
Those men may be reenlisted in their 
former grades -provided recnlistment 
is effected prior to October 20, 1945." 

-Men who are now serving in the 
Army of the United States may ap- 
ply for reenlistment in the Regular 
Army in tihe grades now held by 
them in the Regular Army and be 
eligible immediately for the reenlist- 
ment furlough. This furlough may be 
for as long as 90 days depending on 
length of service. 

Direct enlistments are now author- 
ized for all male citizens of the
